1. CHAU DOC SECTOR INTELLIGENCE SOURCES HAVE PROVIDED SEVERAL 
INDICATIONS THAT FRICTION PERSISTS BETWEEN KHMER INSURGENT (KI) 
ELEMENTS AND NVA TROOPS IN CAMBODIA NORTH OF CHAU DOC PROVINCE. 

A.) CHAU DOC PROVINCE OFFICIALS REPORT THAT ON 29 
SEPTEMBER AND 1 OCTOBER KI UNITS AMBUSHED NVA SUPPLY CONVOYS 
IN KAMPONG TRACH PROVINCE, CAMBODIA. IN EACH CASE, THE VEHICLES 
WERE DESTROYED AND THEIR OCCUPANTS KILLED. THE SEPTEMBER 29 IN- 
CIDENT OCCURRED AT 1 130 HOURS AND INVOLVED AN NVA JEEP WHICH HAD 
DELIVERED AMMUNITION TO A TEMPORARY HOLDING POINT AT VS 5165, PROM 
WHERE IT WOULD BE MOVED TO SVN. THE JEEP WAS RETURNING TOWARD 
THE TUK MEAS AREA (VS 525789) AND HAD REACHED THE CROSSROADS 
AT VS 459665 WHEN AN UNKNOWN KI PORCE REPORTEDLY AMBUSHED IT. 

THE SECOND INCIDENT INVOLVED FOUR GMC TRUCKS WHICH HAD DELIVERED 
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WERE RETURNING TO THEIR DEQOT AND WERE FOUR KILOMETERS WEST 
OR NORTH OF TANI TOWN (VS 635907) WHEN THEY WERE AMBUSHED. 

B) A REPORT FROM THE TUK MEAS AREA, BANTEAY MEAS 
DISTRICT, KAMPOT PROVINCE (VS 5177) SAYS THE NVA THERE HAVE 
DECLARED THEY WILL NOT ALLOW THE KI TO OPERATE ON, OR 
INTERFERE WITH, THEIR SUPPLY CHANNELS INTO SOUTH VIETNAM. 

THE TUK MEAS ARPOG IS THE LOCATION OF THE NVA I95TH TRANSPORTATION 
GROUP AND A LARGE AMMUNITION STORAGE COMPLEX. IT IS ALSO THE 
STARTING POINT FOR INFILTRATION ROUTE IC. 

C.) DOCUMENTS CAPTURED SEPTERMBER 29 IN TINH BIEN 
DISTRICT, CHAU DOC, STATED THAT THE NVA, HAVING "DEFEATED THE 
AMERICANS AND RUN THEM OUT OF SOUTH VIETNAM," WOULD NOT ALLOW 
THE CAMBODIANS TO STAND IN THEIR WAY OF SUCCESS. 

2. MANY MEETINGS BETWEEN VC/NVA AND KI REPRESENTATIVES HAVE SO 
FAR FAILED TO PRODUCE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE TWO, ACCORDING TO 
DIRECTOR OF THE VC CHAU HA PROVINCE MILITARY INDOCTRINATION 
OFFICE LE VAN THANH, WHO RALLIED SEPTEMBER 12. ARVN SOURCES 
SAID ONE PLAN THAT WAS DISCUSSED BY THE NVA AND KI IN KIRIVONG- 
TUK MEAS-0 MOUNTAIN AREA WOULD GIVE THE NVA MILITARY CONTROL 
OVER A WELL-DEFINED AREA, WHICH WOULD, HOWEVER, REMAIN UNDER 
KI POLITICAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE AUTHORITY. THIS ZONE INCLUDES 
ALL THE NON-POPULATED AREAS WEST OF ROUTE 2, SOUTH OF ROUTE 205, 
AND EAST OF ROUTE 16 (VS 9207I8VS 773948-VS-::8665-VS 560694). 

GIVEN THE AMBUSHES DESCRIBED ABOVE, SUCH AN AGREEMENT, IF 
CONCLUDED, HAS NOT SOLVED THE PROBLEM.
